Washington, Dec. 16 (INS.)—Sen- 


ator Hiram Johnson, Republican of 
California, today proposed a constitu- 
tional amendment providing that the 
President 
should 
be elected by a 


plurality of the electoral college in- 
stead of a majority as now prevails.

to run along amicably and smoothly, 
are willing to take their share of the 
loss along with the miners and agree 
upon a scale of wages that will per- 
mit both to live. Union leaders should 
be equally fair. 


Th"rc> '<5 no use to quibble about 


technicalities and to insist that the 
International 
Union has 
exclusive 


jurisdiction in the matter, for that is 
not the case. Tho International does 
not w:"it to see the union extinguish- 
ed in this district, and would gladly 
acquiesce in any arrangement the of- 
ficials of District 2 might make to 


meet an emergency and preserve it- 
self from extinction. 


As Grover Cleveland once said, "It 


is a Condition, and not a theory that 
confronts us." Subterfuge and sophis- 
try will avail nothing. 
Words and 


arguments are useless. Action is 
what is wanted. It is a plain case 
of getting down to brass tacks. Coal 
consumption is about up to normal. 
This district, capable of producing 
65,000,000 tons, is not getting .any- 
thing- like its fair proportion o-f the 
coal business, for the simple reason 
that it cannot compote with the thick 
coal measuies and non-union labor of 
other fields. Anybody knows that 
when it costs more to produce a ton 
of coal, including overhead, than it 
can be sold for, operators cannot'run 
their mines without facing bankrupt- 
cy. 


Then why not have a conference of 


union officials and mine operators and 
agree upon a scale that will enable 
both to exist? It is vital to the inter- 
ests of this field -that this should he 
done. And it must be done at once, 
as most big coal contracts are let be- 
fore April 3, and if things are not 
fixed up before that time, next year 
in this field will be much worse than 
the present.
